teachers? 4450 applications 
for teaching positions have J 
been received by the Board 
of Education,, not counting 
another fifteen hundred non- 
teaching applications.

1500 teacher applicants 
were interviewed and 203 
new teachers hired. In other 
words, less then 6% of the 
total number of teacher ap­ 
plicants were qualified and 
these must be paid premium 
wages! How many of the 
"new" teachers are new and

not actually replacements for 
teachers who have resigned, 
retired, etc'.'

Does this sound like a 
teacher shortage as the Hoard 
would like us ro believe? 
Seems like our School Board 
is creating this shortage by 
being too critical in their re­ 
quirements, i

For 13 years, the Torrance 
School Board, with the back­ 
ing of the PTA, Industry and 
a small turn out of voters, 
have been abole to saddle the 
majority of taxpayers with 
these taxes to build an Em­ 
pire for the Board of Educa­ 
tion. Who ever heard of In­ 
dustry endorsing a tax on 
themselves? Industry en­ 
dorsed this one. It might 
prove interesting to find out 
the ratio of tax percentage 
of Industry versus Homeown- 
er. PTA meetings are used by | 
the Board of Education to | 
spread their views and litera- 1 
lure. Has any taxpayer ever 
been organized on this or any 
other tax matter. How does a 
taxpayer get a captive au­ 
dience together?

jjixth Graders Keep Eyes 
On Sky for Signs of Rain

Sludents in Mrs. Lois Mat- 
Jock's ' sixth grade class at 
Walteria Elementary School, 
Torrance, are praying for rain.

Aside from the refreshing 
qualities of the heavenly dew, 
the students would like rain to 
help them complete their 
weather chart. Since their cur­ 
rent science! project is weath­ 
er, the youngsters have con­ 
structed a number of instru­ 
ments to help them measure 
the daily weather conditions.

To dale, they have been abl'3 
to use all of the instruments 
'except the rainfall gauge. Each 
day, they record the readings 
of their instruments to de­

termine the temperature, hu­ 
midity, wind direction and 
speed, and other factors. They 
observe the sky and cloud, and 
make predictions from all of 
these.

Students are learning how 
weather affects them and how 
to make the compulations 
necessary lo predict wealher. 
They look forward to the 1 
p.m. computations of weather 
each day.

Equipment used lo make the 
wealher gauges included old 
beakers, a coal hanger, old tin 
cilns, paper cups, a few scraps 
(if lumber, paper milk car­ 
tons, and other odds and ends.
